Pioneers, in which to dispiny their 
collection of ores and curiosities, ia 
about oompletucl. It has seven nota- 
partrnents, with glnss doors, each 
compartment 
containing 
thirteen 


shelves covered with black velvet, 
and of an ingeniono gradation of tho 
pitch of the shelves every specimen 
liud upon them will be plainly visible, 
togeti er with the number of each, to 
a person standing in the center of 
thu room 
The totnl length of the 


cabinet ia thirty two feet, its higut 
eleven feet, and at the top of the 
cornice which surmounts the whole 
is arranged u shelf the entire distance, 
Upon which to pluoe larger articles 
wtiiith do not need close inspection. 
Beneath these shelves are drawers 
fur unclassified objects, such as gold, 
Bilver, zinc, copper, lend and other 
ores 
At the west end of the room 


is a large standing show-cage, in 
which to pltice delicate specimens to 
prevent their ruin by 
handling. 


There is also a large and elegant 
show-case for the center of the room, 
and in order to doable its capacity 
and at the seme time to display prop 
erlv each article placed in this case, 
a plate-glass ia to be placed in the 
center.

ENORMOUS LOSSHSI BY FIRK. 


Speaking of the vast—and to a 


great extent avoidable—destruction 
of property by tire in this country, 
tho Fireman says that (ires are in- 
creasing, both in number and ila- 
Btructiveness, fur more rapidly than 
the increase of wealth and produc- 
tion. It is computed that from an- 
nnul loss by fire in 1868 of 35,000,000, 
the annual loss exclusive of oxcep 
tional fires, such as Boston and Chi 
ongo—if they may bo called "uiuep- 
tional." has increased to 8100,000,000. 
The full significance of this state- 
ment cannot be realized unless ana- 
lyzed. Tina loss is the irremediable 
loss of human product and industry. 
It is the conversion of human blood, 
brawn and miisole, necessary to pro- 
duce 8100,000.000 of value, into ashes 
and amnke. Assuming the labor that 
produced this value to be worth 83 
per day, this Ions is the loss of more 
thiiii the combined labor of 100,000 
men 'or one year. Then, too, it must 
be remembered I hot this is the snr 
|)hin production. It l)«s been aeon 
mutated by producers alter earning 
livelihoods for themselves and fam- 
ilies, and paying their share of the 
cost of government and their propor 
tioni of the burden* of society. 
It 


would require, then, the labor oi 
100,000 men tor twenty years to re 
place by surplus production this 
annual Ions. It is not only so much 
wealth snbstraoted from the wealth 
of the country, bat it it the loss of 
tho productive power of so ranch 
capital.

SHALL WE INCORPORATE? 


It is time that the people shoulc 


make tip their minds to answer th 
question at the head of this article 
Wo are in favor of some cheap form 
of town Roverutnent, and many win 
opposed it t'vo yours ago have chang 
ed their views 
We have an ide 


that a bill can be framed which wil 
not provoke any serious opposition 
Taxation should be limited to one 
half of one per cent and the fees o 
the officers mostly paid from fine 
collected. Taxpayers should remem 
her that the State tax will be reduoec 
nearly eaough to pay for the extri 
expense incurred by incorporation 
Then, again, the full quarter pe; 
cent we have been paying for thre 
yeais for fire purposes will not be 
nooiled next year. The Departmen 
will not need over 15 cents on th 
hundred dollars next year. So tha 
if we save ten there and forty on the 
State tax, the fifty for town incorpo- 
ration will be provided, and the 
blessings of incorporation eeeurec 
without any extra burden being im- 
posed upon ns. And no one will say 
we are taxed too much in proportion 
Our rate is lower than any other 
town in the State. Now is the time 
for our taxpayers to make 
their 


wishoa known. Let ns begin to dis- 
cuss the question without further 
delav. 


GAMINCt DECISION. 


The California Supreme Court has 


just rendered a decision of particular 
interest to many. It was in tho case 
of Ah Yem, who was brought before 
it on habeas corpus from Jfolo county. 
He hud been convicted of betting 
against a banking game »nd senten- 
ced to a term in thu Couuty jail. 
The Supreme Court, however, orders 
ais discharge from custody, and. as 
Ah Yem's out>e is the representative 
of a number of similar cases, we give 
the decision in full, as follows. 


Jtis alleged in the indictment that 


Ah Noon and Ah Tong, and otuer 
persons who were to the Grand Jurors 
unknown, were 'dealing, playing and 
carrying on a certain game'for money, 
which game was a banking game; 
and tnat the defendant 'did then and 
there play at said game, by wagering 
against the bank kept at said gome a 
sum of money, * * subject to ihe 
chance of said game.' The words of 
section 330 of the Penal Code—'Every 
person who deils, plays or carrya on, 
opens or causes to be opened, or who 
conducts, either as owner or em 
ploye, whether for hire or not, any 
jjame of faro,' etc.—are applicable 
only to the persons wio own, conduct 
or carry on the game, or their em- 
aloyes, and not to those who merely 
bet at the game. The person who 
•els at a banking game cannot be said 
to play the game within the meaning 
of that section of the code. There is 
30 other section of the code applica- 
ble to tho alleged offense, 
Nor, in 


jur opinion, can the person 
who 


oets at the game—who wagers a sum 
of money 'against the back kept at 
;he game'—be held to be an accessory 
;t> the crime of gaming as defined in 
;bat section. The intent in the case 
of betting at the game is quite differ- 
ent from that in the case of gaming.
